Afrnvid of the Racket. 
A Times Berlin dispatch says that the 
report is revived that the czar thinks 
of abdicating if war is decided upon. 
Russian residents ef Austria and 
Germany, who are liable to service in 
the army, have been ordered home. 
The Black sea squadron 1s ready to 
carry 96,000 men from the northern 
to the western shore of that sea. Re- 
sponding to Russia’s request to co-o 
erate, the Persian government is send-' 
ing troops to the Turkish frontier. The 
reserve has been called out in some 
western pruyinces. The troops have 
béen moved toward the northern and 
western frontier of Galicia. Twenty 
thousand horses have been placed on 
war footingin Russian Poiand. These 
preparations, it is believed, are intend- 
ed w force Austiia and Turkey to con- 
cede the independence of the southern 
Selavonians without war. 
The Times correspondent at Bel- 
grade docs not anticipate a favorable 
reception of the Turkish propvasition 
for an armistice. The ministers would 
like to accept, end the reasoning por- 
tion of the Sorvian people are sick of 
the war, but Russia’s views will guide 
their action. Servia has not yet re- 
ceived an official communication of 
Turkey’s order.

The government 
p.lot did not go out to her and she got 
on a shoal at the entrance of the har- 
bor. She commenced discharging a 
part of her cargo and the authorities 
instead of helping ef to get off the 
shoal, made her discharge as much as 
possible of her cargo and sold the goods 
afterwards openly in the streets. The 
owner who regides in St. Thomas street 
entered a protest and went to Samana 
to investigate the matter.

The peculiar- 
ities of the case arethat the pins are 
headless, the needles are sometimes 
taken out in bundles, or rather as many 
as five twisted together as though made 
of soft iron wire, and while they are 
mostly corroded and more or less de- 
composed, as though they had passed 
through the stomach, yet some are 
bright as though but recently inserted 
fromm the surface. Every effort so far 
has failed to detect how she comes pos- 
sessed of them. She has been depriy- 
ed of both pins and needles, all such 
feminine conveniences being carefully 
concealed from her for tong periods of 
time without materially checking the 
trouble.

Dr. C. W.Ligon, wno lives about five 
miles from Stokes, is familiar with all 
the facts and parties named, and it is 
to him lam indebted for the notes from 
which I write out this statement,which 
is no sell on sensation, nor overdrawn, 
though in reference to Miss. Stokes’ age 
my notes are not clear. They were 
taken in the neighborhood and verified 
by other corroborative testimony. 

Medical records furnish accounts of 
similar cases in the past, with the ec- 
centric causes. The cause in this case 
remains to be discovered.

We note with more than ordinary in- 
terest the meeting held in Philadelphia 
on Tuesday last, for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a movement for increasing the 

endowment of Washington and Lee 
university, in Virginia. The univer- 
sity was chartered in 1782, and from 
the fact that its original endowment 
was from the generous hands of Wash- 
ington himself, the institution now 
possesses-a rare centennial interest. It 
was once the protege of the Society o/ 
the Cincinnati, and has had a career 
great in usefulness and fame. A num- 
ber of gentlemen of various states have 
started this new movement in its 
aid, not that it meeds_ sup;ort, 
but that it deserves independence 
and higher capacities for its great 
work. Among the names of those who 
have joined in this honorable work we 
particularly note Samuel J. Tilden, 
Wm. M. Evarts and Samuel Wetmore, 
of New York; Charles Francis Adams 
and Hon. Geo. F. Hoar, of Mass., .and 
a lohg list of others hardly less famous. 

The organization entered into at 
Philadelphia on the 10th shows Hon. 
Morton McMichael elected president, 
witb’ Hon. M. E. Waite, Hon. Robt. O 
Winthrop, Hon. Wm. M. Evarts, Hon. 
A. E. Borie and Hon. Theo. F. Ran- 
dolph as vice-presidents. An execu- 
tive committee was also appointed. 
This organization, embracing high 
names from both political parties and 
all fromthe north and east, will com 
mand the greatest respect and meet, 
we are sure, with the most eminent suc- 
cess in its work. 

While these leading spirits of Ameri- 
ca are probably actuated mostly by a 
desire to preserve for future generation 
an institution of such great historical 
associations, yet their success will es- 
tablish a Pharos to the youth of the 
land which shali honor torever those 
who have thus bailt its foundations wi- 
der and stronger.

The repudi 
ation of a “nomination” lormally made 
must work reflections upon those who 
made it. “Rings”. and. ‘‘cliques” are 
combinations to be despised and com- 
batted, are extra-organizations beyond 
the party and are fiot possible among 
a vigilant and patriotic constituency. 
If they exist they are the result of 
license, and if maintained they grow 
strong in the atmosphere of indiffer- 
ence. They are neither. “democratic” 
nor “republican”, but personal, selfish, 
tyrannical and contrary to the public 
welfare. : 

“The people are thedepositors of po- 
litical power. Our system*of govern- 
ment assumes that they have’ intelli- 
gence and virtue adequate to the trust 
without. the instruction of a body of 
selfappointed guardians and sense- 
keepers. Experience has proven that 
it is safer tu trust to the honest instincts 
of the whole constituency than to the 
selfish ambition ofa few.” But expe- 
rience, during a century of national ex- 
istence in this country, has also proven 
that parties will exist in a free govern- 
ment, based upon honest differences of 
opinion as to administrative policy; 
that thereare seldom more than two 
formidable parties at a given period; 
that to one or the other a stated dura- 
tion of administration in _ the future 
must be intrusted; that the principles 
advocated by either party form the 
only reasonably certain policy of the 
government under its administration 
by that party which is successiul. 
Hence it is that parties perfect an 6r- 
ganization and seek to present a solid 
and commanding front to. the country. 
Their only hope of success must necer- 
sarily rest'in the correctness: of their 
principles, the purity of their patriot- 
ism and the honesty of their perform- 
ances. To assume that parties are odious 
organizationsis easy, but the assymp- 
tion attacks the public virtue of thos 
who compose the parties. And to 
charge that the greater part of the peo- 
ple is a league of tyranny and is made 
up of task-masters to a lesser num- 
ber of slaves, is to announce tbat 
our system of politics isa failure and 
our people Incapable of self govern- 
ment. 

It seems to us that, however sincere 
and patriotic are the motives of Dr. 
Miller, this time he has set his teeth 
upon the burrand uot the chestnut. 
It is not the “organized” party which 
must be attacked and annihilated, but 
wrong principles and wrong practices 
that may have grown up within the 
party. Either reform must begio with- 
in the party and end in success or 
party abandonment, or the party mus 
be,repudiated at the outset. Churches 
have heresies, Parties have dogmas, per- 
sons have idiosyncracies, but must all 
the good in any one of them be de- 
struyed because of the blemish? Is it 
the proper remedy for the political 
evil of an unwise “nomination” to 
wither the party rather than purge it?
